When tank mixing with any other agricultural products, always add Quindigo last. 
 Fill the tank with one half to two thirds volume of the mixing diluent.  Start the agitator 
running before adding any tank mix partners. Make sure all other products are fully 
dispersed in the mixing diluent before adding the specified rate of Quindigo to the tank.  
Add the remainder of the mixing diluent volume.  Agitate the mixing and spray 
equipment continuously.  Follow the precautions and limitations of the most restricted 
product in the tank mixture. 
 
Add tank mix partners in this order: products packaged in water-soluble packaging, 
wettable powders, wettable granules, dry flowables, liquid flowables, liquids, 
emulsifiable concentrates and surfactants / adjuvants.  Always allow each tank mix 
partner to become fully dispersed before adding the next product.  Provide sufficient 
agitation while adding the remainder of the water.  Maintain agitation until all the mixture 
has been applied. 
 
If using Quindigo in a tank mixture, observe all directions for use, crop/sites, use rates, 
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dilution ratios, precautions, and limitations that appear on the tank mix product label.  
Do not exceed any label dosage rate, and follow the most restrictive label precautions 
and limitations.  Do not mix Quindigo with any product that prohibits such mixing.  Tank 
mixtures or other applications of products referenced on this label are permitted only in 
those states in which the referenced products are labeled. 
 
Adjuvants 
 
Quindigo is an aqueous based formulation.  Do not use any type of non-emulsifiable oils 
in combination with Quindigo.  If adjuvants are used, use the following types:  

 Nonionic Surfactant (NIS) containing at least 75% surface agent 
 Non-phytotoxic Crop Oil Concentrate (COC), including once refined Vegetable 

Oil Concentrate (VOC)  
 Methylated Sunflower Oils (MSO) containing a minimum of 17% emulsifier. 

 
Adjuvants other than NIS or COC may be used providing the product meets all of the 
following criteria: 

 Contains only EPA exempt ingredients 
 Is non-phytotoxic to the target crop 
 Is compatible in mixture (May be established through a jar test.) 
 Is supported locally for use with Quindigo on the target crop through proven field 

trials and through university and extension recommendations. 
 
Diluents 
 
In addition, the following may be used as diluents: 

 Crop Oil Concentrate 
 Methylated Sunflower Oils 
 Urea-Ammonium Nitrate 

 
Do not use the following in combination with Quindigo as diluents or adjuvants: 

 Non-emulsifiable oils 
 Diesel Fuel 
 Straight Mineral Oil 

 
Compatibility (Jar Test) 
 
Tank Mix Compatibility 
Tank mixes of Quindigo with other pesticides, fertilizers, or any other additives except 
as specified on this label or other approved Syngenta supplemental labeling may result 
in tank mix incompatibility or unsatisfactory performance.   
 
A jar tank-mix compatibility test is recommended prior to tank mixing with other 
pesticides and/or adjuvants, in order to ensure the compatibility of Departure with other 
tank-mixed pesticide, adjuvant or fertilizer partners. The recommended procedure for 
conducting jar tank-mix compatibility tests is as follows: 
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Compatibility Test:  Since pesticides, adjuvants, and fertilizers can vary in quality, 
always check tank-mix compatibility with tank-mixed partners each time before 
use.  Be especially careful when using complete suspension or fluid fertilizers as 
carriers, as serious compatibility problems are more likely to occur with these products.  
Commercial application equipment may improve tank-mix compatibility in some 
instances.  The following test assumes a spray volume of 25 gal/A.  For other spray 
volumes, make appropriate changes in the components.  Check tank-mix compatibility 
using this procedure: 

 
1. Add 1 pt of carrier (either the water or liquid fertilizer to be used in the spray 

operation) to each of two clear 1-qt jars with tight lids. 
 

2. To one of the jars, add ¼ tsp or 1.2 ml of a commercially available tank-mix 
compatibility agent approved for this use (¼ tsp is equivalent to 2 pt/100 gal 
spray).  Invert the jar, shake or stir gently to ensure thorough mixing. 

 
3. To both jars, add the appropriate amount of each tank-mix partner.  If more than 

one tank-mix partner is to be used, add them separately with dry formulations 
(wettable powders or water dispersible granules) first, followed by liquid 
flowables, capsule suspensions, emulsifiable concentrates and finally adjuvants.  
After each addition, invert the jar, shake or stir gently to thoroughly mix.  The 
appropriate amount of each tank-mix partner for this test, is as follows: 

 
Dry formulations: For each pound to be applied per acre, add 1.5 level tsp to 
each jar. 
 
Liquid formulations:  For each pint to be applied per acre, add 0.5 tsp or 2.5 ml 
to each jar. 

 
4. After adding all ingredients, put lids on and tighten, then invert each jar 10 times 

to fully mix.  Let the mixtures stand for 15-30 minutes and then assess by looking 
for separation, large flakes, precipitates, gels, heavy oily film on the jar, or other 
signs of incompatibility.  Determine if a compatibility agent is needed in the spray 
mixture by comparing the 2 jars.  If either mixture separates, but can be remixed 
readily, the mixture can be sprayed as long as good agitation is used.  If the 
mixtures are incompatible, test the following methods of improving compatibility:  
(A) slurry dry formulations in water before addition, or (B) add the compatibility 
agent directly into liquid formulations, before addition to the tank-mixture or. If 
these procedures are used but incompatibility is still observed, do not use the 
tank-mixture.  

 
SPRAY DRIFT PRECAUTIONS 
 
BUFFER ZONES 
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Vegetative Buffer Strip 
 
Construct and maintain a minimum 10-foot-wide vegetative filter strip of grass or other 
permanent vegetation between the field edge and down gradient aquatic habitat (such 
as, but not limited to, lakes; reservoirs; rivers; permanent streams; marshes or natural 
ponds; estuaries; and commercial fish farm ponds). 
 
Only apply products containing Quindigo onto fields where a maintained vegetative 
buffer strip of at least 10 feet exists between the field and down gradient aquatic habitat. 
 
For guidance, refer to the following publication for information on constructing and 
maintaining effective buffers:

In the State of New York, a 25-foot vegetated, non-cropped buffer strip untraversed by 
drainage tiles must be maintained between a treated field and a coastal salt marsh or 
stream that drains into a coastal salt marsh, for both aerial or ground application.  For 
aerial applications, the 25-foot vegetated non-cropped buffer strip for runoff protection 
would be part of the larger 150-foot buffer strip required for spray drift. 
 
Buffer Zone for Ground Application (groundboom, overhead chemigation, or 
airblast) 
 
Do not apply within 25 feet of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to lakes, 
reservoirs, rivers, permanent streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and 
commercial fish ponds). 
 
Buffer Zone for Non-ULV Aerial Application 
 
Do not apply within 150 feet of aquatic habitats (such as, but not limited to, lakes, 
reservoirs, rivers, permanent streams, marshes, natural ponds, estuaries, and 
commercial fish ponds). 
 
SPRAY DRIFT MANAGEMENT 
 
Wind Direction and Speed 
 
Only apply this product if the wind direction favors on-target deposition. 
 
A variety of factors including weather conditions (e.g., wind direction, wind speed, 
temperature, relative humidity) and method of application can influence pesticide drift. 
The applicator must evaluate all factors and make appropriate adjustments when 
applying this product.  
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Do not apply when the wind velocity exceeds 15 mph. 
 
Temperature Inversion 
 
Do not make aerial or ground applications into temperature inversions. 
 
If applying at wind speeds less than 3 mph, the applicator must determine if a) 
conditions of temperature inversion exist, or b) stable atmospheric conditions exist at or 
below nozzle height.  
 
Inversions are characterized by stable air and increasing temperatures with height 
above the ground.  Mist or fog may indicate the presence of an inversion in humid 
areas.  The applicator may detect the presence of an inversion by producing smoke and 
observing a smoke layer near the ground surface. 
 
Droplet Size 
 
Use only medium or coarser spray nozzles (for ground and non-ULV aerial application) 
according to ASAE (S572) definition for standard nozzles.  In conditions of low humidity 
and high temperatures, applicators should use a coarser droplet size. 
 
Additional Requirements for Ground Applications 
 
Wind speed must be measured adjacent to the application site on the upwind side, 
immediately prior to application. 
 
For ground boom applications, apply using a nozzle height of no more than 4 feet above 
the ground or crop canopy. 
 
For airblast applications, turn off outward pointing nozzles at row ends and when 
spraying the outer two rows.  To minimize spray loss over the top in orchard 
applications, spray must be directed into the canopy. 
 
Additional Requirements for Aerial Applications 
 
The spray boom should be mounted on the aircraft as to minimize drift caused by 
wingtip or rotor vortices.  The minimum practical boom length should be used and must 
not exceed 75% of the wing span or 80% rotor diameter. 
 
Flight speed and nozzle orientation must be considered in determining droplet size.   
 
Spray must be released at the lowest height consistent with pest control and flight 
safety.  Do not release spray at a height greater than 10 feet above the crop canopy 
unless a greater height is required for aircraft safety. 
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When applications are made with a cross-wind, the swath will be displaced downward.  
The applicator must compensate for this displacement at the downwind edge of the 
application area by adjusting the path of the aircraft upwind. 
 
Applicators must follow all state and local pesticide drift requirements regarding 
application of propiconazole. Where states have more stringent regulations, they must 
be observed.  
 
All application equipment must be properly maintained and calibrated using appropriate 
carriers or surrogates.  
 
APPLICATION DIRECTIONS 
 
Quindigo may be applied with all types of spray equipment commonly used for making 
ground and aerial applications.  Proper adjustments and calibration of spraying 
equipment to give good canopy penetration and coverage is essential for good disease 
control. 
 
Spray Equipment 
 
Nozzles 
 
 Equip sprayers with nozzles that provide accurate and uniform application. 
 Nozzles should be the same size and uniformly spaced across the boom. 
 Calibrate sprayer before use. 
 It is suggested that screens be used to protect the pump and to prevent nozzles 

from clogging. 
 Screens placed on suction side of pump should be 16-mesh or coarser. 
 Do not place a screen in the recirculation line. 
 Use 50-mesh or coarser screens between the pump and boom, and where required, 

at the nozzles. 
 Check nozzle manufacturer’s recommendations. 

 
Pump 
 
 Use a pump with capacity to: 

 
(1) Maintain 35-40 psi at nozzles. 
(2) Provide sufficient agitation in tank to keep mixture in suspension.  Use a jet 

agitator or liquid sparge tube for agitation. 
 
For more information on spray equipment and calibration, consult sprayer 
manufacturers and state recommendations.  For specific local directions and spray 
schedules, consult the current state agricultural recommendations. 
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Application Instructions 
 
Avoid application under conditions when uniform coverage cannot be obtained or when 
excessive spray drift may occur.  Do not apply in a manner that will result in exposure to 
humans or animals. 
 
Ground Application 
 
 For field crops (non-trees), apply in a minimum of 10 GPA (gallons per acre) of water 

unless specified otherwise. 
 Thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease control. 

 
Aerial Application 
 
 Quindigo is extremely phytotoxic to certain apple varieties. 
 AVOID spray drift. 
 Do not spray Quindigo where spray drift may reach apple trees. 
 Use only on crops where aerial applications are indicated. 
 For field crops (non-trees), apply in a minimum spray volume of 2 GPA unless 

specified otherwise. 
 Thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease control. 
 Do not apply via ultra-low volume (ULV) spray system unless otherwise specified in 

the specific crop use directions. 
 
Application through Irrigation Systems (Chemigation) 
 
 Use only on crops for which chemigation is specified on this label.   
 Apply in 0.125-0.25 inches per acre of water.  Excessive water may reduce efficacy. 

 
Spray Preparation:  Chemical tank and injector system should be thoroughly cleaned. 
Flush system with clean water. 
 
Use Precautions:  Sprinkler Irrigation Application 
 

 Apply this product only through sprinkler (including center pivot, lateral move, end 
tow, side (wheel) roll, traveler, big gun, solid set, or hand move) irrigation system(s). 
 Do not apply this product through any other type of irrigation system. 

 
 Crop injury, lack of effectiveness, or illegal pesticide residues in the crop can result 

from non-uniform distribution of treated water. 
 

 If you have questions about calibration, contact State Extension Service specialists, 
equipment manufacturers or other experts. 

 
 A person knowledgeable of the chemigation system and responsible for its 

operation, or under the supervision of the responsible person, shall shut the system 
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down and make necessary adjustments should the need arise. 
 

 The system must contain a functional check valve, vacuum relief valve, and low 
pressure drain appropriately located on the irrigation pipeline to prevent water-
source contamination from back-flow. 

 
 The pesticide injection pipeline must contain a functional, automatic, quick-closing 

check valve to prevent the flow of fluid back toward the injection pump.

pesticide injection pump when the water pump motor stops. 
 

 The irrigation line or water pump must include a functional pressure switch which will 
stop the water pump motor when the water pressure decreases to the point where 
pesticide distribution is adversely affected. 

 
 Systems must use a metering pump, such as a positive displacement injection pump 

(e.g., diaphragm pump or a Venturi injector) effectively designed and constructed of 
materials that are compatible with pesticides and capable of being fitted with a 
system interlock. 

 
 Do not apply when wind speed favors drift beyond the area intended for treatment or 

non-uniform distribution of treated water. 
 
 
USE INSTRUCTIONS 
 
Application:  Thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease control.  Make 
up no more spray solution than is needed for application.  Avoid spray overlap, as crop 
injury may occur. 
 
Adjuvants:  For some uses on this label, a spreading/penetrating type adjuvant such as 
a non-ionic surfactant, crop oil concentrate, or blend may be added at the 
manufacturer's recommended rates.  Adjuvants that contain some form of silicone can 
contribute to phytotoxicity.  When an adjuvant is used with this product, the use of an 
adjuvant that meets the standards of the Chemical Producers and Distributors 
Association (CPDA) adjuvant certification program is recommended. 
 
Crop Tolerance/Phytotoxicity:  Quindigo demonstrates some phytotoxic effects when 
mixed with products that are formulated as ECs.  These effects are enhanced if 
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applications are made under cool, cloudy conditions and these conditions remain for 
several days following application.  In addition, adjuvants that contain some form of 
silicone can contribute to phytotoxicity.   
 
Efficacy:  Under certain conditions conducive to extended infection periods, use 
another registered fungicide for additional applications if maximum amount of Quindigo 
has been used.  If resistant isolates to Group 3 or Group 11 fungicides or Group 3A or 
group 4A insecticides are present, efficacy can be reduced.  The higher rates in the rate 
range and/or shorter spray intervals may be required under conditions of heavy infection 
pressure, on highly susceptible varieties, or when environmental conditions conducive 
to disease exist. 
 
Integrated Pest Management:  Quindigo should be integrated into an overall disease and 
insect pest management strategy whenever the use of a fungicide and/or insecticide is 
required. Cultural practices known to reduce disease and insect pest development should 
be followed.  The CROP USE DIRECTIONS section in this label identifies specific IPM 
recommendations for each crop. Consult your local agricultural authorities for additional 
IPM strategies established for your area. Quindigo may be used in State Agricultural 
Extension advisory (disease forecasting) programs which recommend application timing 
based on environmental factors favorable for disease or insect development.

Quindigo is extremely phytotoxic to certain apple varieties. 
 
AVOID SPRAY DRIFT.  Extreme care must be used to prevent injury to apple trees 
(and apple fruit). 
 
AVOIDING SPRAY DRIFT IS THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE APPLICATOR. 
 
Restrictions 
 
DO NOT spray Quindigo where spray drift may reach apple trees. 
 
DO NOT spray when conditions favor drift beyond area intended for application.  
Conditions which may contribute to drift include thermal inversion, wind speed and 
direction, sprayer nozzle/pressure combinations, spray droplet size, etc.  Contact your 
State extension agent for spray drift prevention guidelines in your area.

8. Do not connect an irrigation system (including greenhouse systems) used for 

pesticide application to a public water system unless the pesticide label-prescribed 
safety devices for public water systems are in place. 

 
9. Do not apply when wind speed favors drift beyond the area intended. 
 
Center Pivot Irrigation Equipment 
 
Notes:  (1) Use only with drive systems which provide uniform water distribution.  (2) Do 
not use end guns when chemigating Quindigo through center pivot systems because of 
non-uniform application. 
 
 Determine the size of the area to be treated. 
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 Determine the time required to apply 0.125-0.25 inches of water over the area to be 
treated when the system and injection equipment are operated at normal pressures 
as recommended by the equipment manufacturer.  When applying Quindigo through 
irrigation equipment use the lowest obtainable water volume while maintaining 
uniform distribution.  Run the system at 80-95% of the manufacturer’s rated 
capacity. 

 Using water, determine the injection pump output when operated at normal line 
pressure. 

 Determine the amount of Quindigo required to treat the area covered by the 
irrigation system. 

 Add the required amount of Quindigo and sufficient water to meet the injection time 
requirements to the solution tank. 

 Make sure the system is fully charged with water before starting injection of the 
Quindigo solution.  Time the injection to last at least as long as it takes to bring the 
system to full pressure. 

 Maintain constant solution tank agitation during the injection period. 
 Continue to operate the system until the Quindigo solution has cleared the sprinkler 

head. 
 
Solid Set, Hand Move, and Moving Wheel Irrigation Equipment 
 
 Determine the acreage covered by the sprinklers. 
 Fill injector solution tank with water and adjust flow rate to use the contents over a 

20- to 30-minute interval.  When applying Quindigo through irrigation equipment use 
the lowest obtainable water volume while maintaining uniform distribution. 

 Determine the amount of Quindigo required to treat the area covered by the 
irrigation system. 

 Add the required amount of Quindigo into the same quantity of water used to 
calibrate the injection period. 

 Operate the system at the same pressure and time interval established during the 
calibration. 

 Stop injection equipment after treatment is completed.  Continue to operate the 
system until the Quindigo solution has cleared the last sprinkler head. 
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CROP USE DIRECTIONS 
 
Pollinator Precautions  

 Quindigo is highly toxic to bees exposed to direct treatment or residues on 
blooming crops/plants or weeds. 

 Do not apply Quindigo or allow it to drift to blooming crops/plants or weeds 
while bees are foraging in/or adjacent to the treatment area.  This is 
especially critical if there are adjacent orchards that are blooming.  (Refer to 
Spray Drift Precautions for additional information.) 

 After a Quindigo application, wait at least 5 days before placing beehives in 
the treated field. 

 If bees are foraging in the ground cover and it contains any blooming plants or 
weeds, always remove flowers before making an application. This may be 
accomplished by mowing, disking, mulching, flailing, or applying a labeled 
herbicide. 

 Consult with your local cooperative extension service or state agency responsible 
for regulating pesticide use for additional pollinator safety practices.

Foliar diseases (except rust):  Apply 11-
12 fl oz/A at growth stage R3 (early pod 
set) when pods are -¼ inch long) and 14-
21 days later at growth stage R5 (pod fill).
